The following letter has been sent 


to The Lincoln Star by F. A. Good: 


"In such a discussion as has now 


developed about our Lincoln Gen- 
eral hospital, due care should be 
observed that we do not wander too 
far afield from the pertinent idea 
the charge against the institution 
is, that it is functioning quite out- 
side the purview o£ its founders — 
that it is receiving financial sup- 
port from the city without render- 
ing to the city value received. 
"We are offered as an extenuat- 


ing reason 1'or high rates and lack 
of free service that the 
hospital 
cost a lot of monoy, a lot more 
than those who put in months of 
their time investigating hospitals 
thought that it would. It cost fifty 
to seventy-five per cent more. We 
have known men to lose their jobs 
who did not guess half so wildly as 
in this case here instanced—but 
in as much as this is a cost fee ad- 
venture, how is the cost item con- 
nected up with the service charge? 
It can certainly be no part of an 
overhead charge. It is not possible 
to connect up the initial cost item 
with a license for rates as high 
as the traffic will bear. 
"May we now revert to our orig- 


inal contention, that is, that the 
institution is functioning in a large, 
almost in a unanimous way outside 
the latitude for which it has war- 
rant. We here quote from the will 
of the late Robert E. 
Moore to 
ascertain just '.-.'hat this wan ant 
may be, and in as much as these 
funds have been accepted, a natural 
implication would be that the stip- 
ulations therein set up, were recog- 
nized and approved. May we here 
suggest that the will itself is the 
best evidence and quote paragraph 
four complete. 
"Fourth—After and subject to the 


payment in full of all of the fore- 
going devises and b' quests, I give, 
devise and bequeath to the Lincoln 
city hospital association of Lincoln. 
Xebraska, $100.000 for the purpose 
of erecting: a hospital building in 
said city, to be known as the Emily 
.J. Moore hospital building, provid- 
ing that said building 
shall 
be 


erected on ground owned in fee by 
said association, 
inalienable and 


perpetually dedicated to 
hospital 
uses, and subject to the control of 
the city council of Lincoln, Xebras- 
ka. and that same shall be con- 
ducted as a free hospital for 
the 


•worthy poor, so far as is or may be 
practicable, and provided that at 
least one of my relatives shall al- 
ways be a member of the board of 
directors of said hospital associa- 
tion, so Ions as I shall have a rela- 
tive living in said city. 
"Subject to the same conditions 


in all respects, so far as applicable, 
T give, devise and bequeath to said 
Lincoln hospital association all the 
rest, remainder and residue of my 
pstate, to be held in perpetuity as a 
fund to be loaned and invested to 
assist in the support and mainten- 
ance of said hospital, the income of 
such fund to be usod only for that 
purpose, provided that said associa- 
tion shall so ameiid its articles of 
incorporation or association that no 
director or trustee thereof shall re- 
ceive any salary or compensation 
for his services as director or trus- 
tee, nor be employed in any capac- 
ity for pay or reward by said asso- 
ciation, and also that the directors 


or trustees of said association shall 
be elected and chosen by the city 
council of Lincoln, Nebraska." 


"The second codicil to this will 
directs 'That the provisions of said 
will be administered fully as to the 
bequest to said hospital. 


"The last codicil dated July 
1, 


1921, recognizes that 
the city of 


Lincoln has made provision for the 
building of-a hospital: It then stip- 
ulates that the before mentioned 
$100,000, is bequeathed to the city 
to Build an annex to be known as 
the Emily J. Moore annex, and all 
the other provisions concerning the 
bequest .to the hospital association 
were ratified and confirmed. 


"On page 4S of the brief of-Lin- 


coln Hospital association, appellee 
(U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 8th 
Circuit) we read, 
'Taking these 


matters info account, we submit 
that the conclusion is 
irresistible 


that K. E. Moore intended, in so 
far as it was possible for him to do 
so, to devote all his estate to char- 
ity except the amounts which he 
specincalfy bequeathed under 
the 


third subdivision of his will.' 


"May we now consider how well 


the benevolent intent of this will 
has been put into actual results. 
March 23 the first year of operation 
was completed, and we find that al- 
though this is a Lincoln city hos- 
pital, that not a sin«le 'city' patient 
has received treatment therein. We 
find that while the dominant note 
of the Mnore will was charity, that 
not a 
single charity case was 


treated there, unless we consider 29 
bad accounts in the grand total of 
1030 accounts), .is charity 
cases. 


Before us as we write is the re- 
port of St. Elizabeth hospital, in 
which they enumerate 
3U4 cases 


treated as charity patients, or about 
13 times as many charities or bad 
accounts — call them what 
you 


may. 


"May we here seek to differentiate 


between paupers and 'worthy poor.' 
"We take it that about one-fifth 


of our population may be classed 
as 'worthy poor.' A man support- 
ing a family on twenty to twenty- 
five dollars per week, should not 
feel that a reflection on him is ini' 
plied, if he be classed as 'worthy 
poor' and thus come under the in- 
tended general beneficence of the 
Lincoln General hospital. 
"Bids were received at

Wednesday for the erection of a six 
story hospital, in the group hous- 
ing the medical college there. John 
R. Webster says of it. Mt will ac- 
comodate one thousand 
patients 


per year, no patient being admitted 
who can pay for treatment' 


"A leading scientist has declared 
that but seven per cent of our peo- 
ple die because thi y are worn out.

LUXENBURG, N. S., Feb. 25.— 


(By the Associated Press.)—B. B. 
Cann of Yarmouth, owner of the 
schooner Eastwood, whi'jh is ulleged 
to have been shelled about a week 
ago while at anchor 20 niiies off 
Long Island, X. Y., by the United 
States toast guard cutter Seneca, 
is preparing to register JornutI pro- 
test at Ottawa with the Canadian 
government.

I intend to fight the case to 
the very limit, not because of tho 
damage to my vessel, nor the ex- 
pense to myself, but because, I as 
a Canadian will not stand idle and 
allow any foreign country to treat 
the Union Jack as a joke when it 
Is hoisted on the mast of a British 
merchantman."

Where does responsibility rest?

Primarily with the American people. These various 


governmental agencies which created these deficits 
in brazen defiance of public sentiment, represented in 
the budget system, originated very largely as a result 
of paternalistic demands made by small groups of 
reformers and upllftcrs. 
They are tho boards, the 


bureaus, the 
commissions—the regulatory bodies 


which contribute nothing of a substantial nature to 


: 
the well-being of the people but which spend hugo 
sums of money. They exist because of the foolish 
notion of a very considerable portion of our popula- 
tion that it is only necessary to appeal to govern- 
ment for a cure for all of the human ills. Congress 
has permitted itself to be clubbed into creating them; 
Mr. Coolldge and his predecessors have not attempted 
to eliminate and abolish them.

Outside of the very considerable excess sums spent 


by various governmental agencies, there is another 
phase of this alarming picture which is very disturb- 
ing. A portion of this deficiency appropriation will 
be used to pay tax refunds of payments made undei- 
the income tax law. Senator McKellar of Tennessee 
is quoted by The Post Disptach to the effect that tax 
refunds have risen from $8,000,000 la 1920 to $300,- 
000,000 in 1925. If all of the governmental agencies 
had confined their expenditures to the budget esti- 
mates, the government would have 
collected just 


enough money to have met expenses. 


A more serious indictment lias not been brought 


against the income tax law. The thought of govern- 
ment withdrawing $300,000,000 from active business, 
and then repaying it, is repugnant to any sober- 
thinking individual. The huge expense and sacrifice 
represented by this proceeding is unthinkable. But 
dark and ugly rumors have been flying thick and fas;- 
in congress concerning these same tax refunds. Sena- 
tor Couzens has been most pointed in his criticism of 
what he believes to be improper administration of 
the income tax law. He has repeatedly charged fa- 
voritism, 
and more 
specifically he has 
recently 


claimed that in his judgment the government has 
lost $400,000,000 which it should have collected from 
great oil corporations. 


It is consoling to think that at least we are making 


a proper start. The first step is to find out the facts. 
Now, at least, the country has knowledge there was 
no saving in 1925, except on paper. There was actual- 
ly a deficit, of- between $100,000,000 and $300,000,000. 
No special agencies of government are being eliminat- 
ed. The army of federal employes is constantly in- 
creasing. Many of the departments now in existence 
are not confining themselves to the appropriations 
contemplated in the budget bill. Understanding these 
facts, it will be easier to apply the remedy. 


WHERE AMERICAN SYMPATHY LIES. 


Ten years ago—a full year before the United Statea 


became a combatant in the World war—public opin- 
ion in this country had already arrayed itself de- 
finitely and overwhelmingly on the side of the allies 
in their struggle against German militaristic aggres- 
sion. The American people, even at that time, except 
certain groups of foreign origin, were giving their 
moral support to those whom this nation later joined 
in resisting and overthrowing the Prussian 
aristo- 


cracy. 


That the United States was not 
actuated in its 


course by animosity toward the German people is 
evidenced by material assistance since given In many 
forms to their rehabilitation and by the complete dis- 
appearance of all wartime 
prejudice. Today, it is 


virtually the unanimous desire of all Americans to see 
Germany prosper and regain the prestige she once 
had as one of the world's leaders in Industry, com- 
merce, art and science. It is further hoped and be- 
lieved that under her new government she will take 
a position of leadership In measures for the advance- 
ment of world peace. 


American sympathy has always been on the side 


of freedom, humanity, and enlightenment, whenever 
those features of modern civilization were threatened 
anywhere on the face of the globe. That sympathy 
has been often shown for the downtrodden of many 
races and naMoalltles. It has been based on the Idea 
of justice and equality, and not at .ill on racial rela- 
tionships. 


For instance .during the war between Great Britain 


and the Boers of- South Africa, over a quarter of. a 
century "K<>. popular sentiment in the United States 
wa» strongly on the side of the Boers. It was felt

that they were the "under dog" and were fighting for 
Independence as our own forefathers fought In revo- 
lutionary days. 
Though they ftlled, 
subsequent 


events have happily demonstrated that the outcome 
was best for themselves and for all the states of 
South Africa, now united In one great, self-govern- 
ing federation. 


In the Russo-Japanese war, our national sympathy 


again went out to the one that was considered to be 
"the under dog," though as it turned out the small 
nation became the victor by being better prepared 
than the larger antagonist.' Americans forgot that 
Russian^ -were of the white race, while Japan con- 
stituted the "yellow peril," and did rot try to conceal 
their sentiment in favor of the latter. 


In China, .our government 
has for many years 


championed the cause of the native people as against 
Caucasian nations that wanted to exploit them. 
It 


was largely because of popular sympathy in this 
country for the dark-skinned inhabitants of Cuba and 
the Philippines that we took up arms against Spain 
In 1898. We have been tolerant of Mexico, with its 
:ialf-Indian population, in the face of many annoy- 
ances and affronts which would be promptly resented 
If they came from some nation on an equal plane 
n-ith ourselves because we realize that a people that 
has been oppressed and exploited first by foreign con- 
querors and afterward by its own rulers needs help 
n its struggle-upward. 


During our own civil war, the north fought not only 


to preserve the union but to free the negro race from 
its bondage. That was another example of the innate 
:levotion which Americans feel toward the ideals of 
iberty and justice, regardless of race or nationality. 


What Bismarck characterized 
as "imponderable" 


power wielded "by a nation—the power 
of public 


opinion—will always be exerted, so far as the United 
States is concerned, in behalf of weak and helpless 
peoples and against their oppressors. 


DRY OIL WELLS COST MILLIONS. 


One-fourth of all the oil wells 
completed last 


year were dry and a few of them were right here in 
Nebraska. The net loss to the people, who furnished 
the capital, which went toward the sinking of these 
useless holes in the earth was $144,996,985, according 
to figures which have been compiled by the Oil and 
Gas Journal. 


During the year 1925 the number of oil wells com- 


pleted was 25,623 and the cost of the same was 'ap- 
proximately $600,000,000. 
This represents only the 


cost of actual drilling operations and the equipment 
needed only for the 
completion of the wells. 
The 


estimate df cost does not take into consideration the 
expenditures on other drilling operations not com- 
pleted during- 1925. Neither does it include money 
spent for leases, royalties, rentals, pipe line connec- 
tions, storage tanks, pumping 
equipment or other 


necessary adjuncts. 
It is only tiie cost of putting 


down the wells and bringing- them to completion. 


During 1924 the sum of ?476,32S,320 was expended 


in completing 21.S34 wells, -while in 1923 the expendi- 
ture was $515,704,000 for 24,438 completed wells. 


Of the 25,623 wells completed last year G.734, or more 


than one-fourth, were dry. 
The men who financed 


these projects paid out $171,760,295 
in 
completing- 


these so-called darters, but they were able to salvage 
material and equipment of the value of $26,736,310 
of their original investment, leaving their net loss 
$144,996,985. 


It is claimed hy the publication quoted that money 


lost in futile efforts to find oil is not added to the 
cost of such oil as is found, the losses sustained in 
drilling dry holes having no effect whatever upon the 
cost of crude petroleum. 


It is expected by those in the business that a great- 


er number of wells will be drilled this' year than in 
1925, which showed a substantial gain over 1924. The 
activity has been 
increasing during- the past few- 


weeks and there has also been an advance' in the 
price of crude oil, both of which facts lead to the 
expectations indicated. 


The fact, that only one out of four wells drilled was 


a failure should not lead to the conclusion that any- 
one who puts down a well has one chance out of four 
of finding oil in paying quaintitics. .Most of the dry 
ones were upon or adjacent to proved fields, where 
{Vere was reasonable ground to hope for success. No 
paying ones were found at any distance from these 
fields. 


ANOTHER PAROLED MAN RUNS AMUCK. 


The Omaha '"bandit sniper" case adds its voice to 


the growing protest against the paro!2 system. 


It is now said upon reliable authority that Frank 


Carter, who killed two Omaha citizens and danger- 
ously wounded a third, is none other than Louis Clark, 
released from the Fort Madison, la., prison on parole, 
where, he was serving a 10-year sentence for shoot- 
ing cattle. 


How long will a suffering people permit these con- 


ditions to exist? 


Upon the word of law enforcement officers, and 


surely they should be In a position to know the facts, 
America's growing crime problem is very largely at- 
tributable to the well-intended but .misdirected ef- 
forts of society to aid in the regeneration of depraved 
and vicious men. If the indeterminate, sentence law 
and the parole system have been the success which 
their frienus claim they have, why is crime increas- 
ing so rapidly? There can only be the answer that 
this generation, which Is approaching manhood and 
womanhood, is less responsible, less reverential, less 
law-abiding. If the parole system 
has 
reclaimed 


those whd made mistcps, the boys and the girls of 
today are more degenerate and more lawless than 
the youth of other periods. It is hard ,to believe this. 
Crime is more common because we are turning crim- 
inals loose from the penitentiaries to again resume 
their evil ways. These hardened enemies of society 
lead young people astray in their warfare against law. 


Before America can hope to curb violence she riiust 


needs forswear sentimentality in the 
handling of 


the criminal. There are individual Instances of hu- 
man salvage from the flotsam which fills the jails 
and prisons of this country but they are rare. Tho 
wholesale application of the parole system to prison 
methods in America has be'er. a grave mistake which 
should be rectified without delay.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS: 


No»e Bleed. 


Mrs. J. has hard nose bleeds when she blows her nose or when she 


cleans it. It's just out of one nostril. She has had them as long as she 
can remember. 


The mucous membrane of the nose, especially that lining the middle 


partition (the septum) is very rich in superficial thin blood vessels 
which break easily. In general, we can say there are two,groups of causes 
for nose bleeds: the local and the constitutional. The_local causes are 
falls, blows picking, ulcerations and the like. The constitutional causes 
are those diseases in which the blood vessels are weakened or there is a 
rise In the blood symptoms of scurvy. (This is due to laclc of sufficient 
.jreens and fresh fruits in the diet.) 


If I were you, Lwould have an examination to have the cause determ- 


ined, because if you have nose bleeds frequently ultimately they will 
bring on anemia. Until you see your physician, keep that side of the 
nose which bothers you well lubricated with some vaseline or col'd cream 
ill the time so no hard crust forms. 


Mrs. R.—If a fistula (an ulcerous canal leading to a hollow organ 


or abscess) does not heal with irrigations and antiseptics and general 
reatment, then it usually has to be operated upon and the source of the 
rouble removed. A skillful and. competent surgeon will know best about 
this; if he says it needs an operation, I would abide by his decision. 
Painful Period*. 


Mrs. M.—Of course it is absolutely impossible for me to tell what 


is causing your troubles, and all I can suggest is that you get in and 
stay in the best of physical condition by correct diet and exercises, and 
other known hygienic measures. 


Many menstrual troubles cease when 13 minutes daily a'rc spent on 


exercises which bring into play the abdominal wall and the spine. Bend- 
ing and touching the floor, without bending the knees; side bendings; 
trunk twistings; floor exercises; lying on the floor and rising to sitting 
position without the aid of'the hands, kicking while lying on the back; 
\vaUung on the hands and feet. 
'Lying on the floor, or while in bed, do what is known as the Mosher 


exercise: with the knees drawn up, place one hand at the side and the 
other on the abdominal wall, without any pressure. Now see how high 
you can raise the abdomen without straining, and then see how far the 
hand will be lowered by the contraction of the abdornlnna! muscles. 
This contraction is especially important. Do this at least 10 times, night 
and morning, in a well ventilated "room and continue them during the 
menstrual period. Breath as you ordinarily do. Empty the bladder before 
the exercise is begun. 


"When the abdominal and back muscles are well developed (and this 


will take some time) you should 
have some relief.

But without politi- 
cal stability, financial stability was 
practically out of the question. The 
same influences accordingly which, 
have been looking to the stabiliza- 
tion of the franc, have been lend- 
ing their support also to the Briand- 
government. For the moment, at 
least, that 
government 
appears 


fairly well established and the out- 
lines of the plan for financial re- 
habilitation are made public. 
Just as Gernjany needed gold un- 


der the Dawes plan to rehabilitate 
her currency, France needs it today 
to be used in the same -way. France, 
unlike Germany, however, has a

debt 
burden 
which 


would render further 'borrowing for 
this purpose not only undesirable, 
but also difficult. 
In view of the 


financial chaos into which France 
lias allowed herself, to sink during 
the past few years she" ranks as an 
Impaired risk, and 
could 'borrow 


in the United States or in England, 
If at all, only on terms which would 
be all but prohibitive. 


The plan of the financial experts, 


in effect, is to aJlow France to col- 
lect a part of her share of German 
reparations in advance through the 
sale of a block of German railroad 
bonds. Under the Dawes plan these 
bonds provide a largre source of in- 
come, and, if they were sold, .the 
funds thus secured 
could be em- 


ployed in the stabilization of the 
franc.

Four Kennys in Ring.

weight, and Bert, 
a 
185-pound 


heavyweight. They wanted to fight 
anybody, anything—and they didn't 
do much demanding in the way of 
cash rewards.

MOFFETT CLAIMS ARE

Planes to Dive In Face Of

WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
25.—(By 


the Associated Press)—Navy plans 
lor great dreadnaughts of the air, 
bristling: with guns to ward off 
airplane attacks, underlie action of 
the house naval committee in pro- 
viding for construction* of two 6,- 
000,000 cubic foot rigid airships in 
the $100,000,000 
naval 
expansion 


• program it recently reported to the 


houie. 
A glimpse of new monsters that 
have been designed, given the com- 
mittee by Rear Admiral W. A. Mof- 
lett, navy air ch.ief, shows seven of 
eighteen 30-callbre and one of the 
the new 50-calibre machine guns, 
postwar one-pounder automatics, 
together with 9.JOO rounds of am- 
munition for these weapons as a 
part of the regular military load of 
each ship. 
"The guns are so situated that 
an enemy aircraft cannot approach 
from any 
direction or any angle 


without permitting a concentration 
of fire," Admiral Moffett said. 
Instead of armor, the air dread- 
naughts will rely on non-Inflam- 
mability of helium gas for protect- 
ion from hostile airplanes. Already, 
the naval air chief said, Introduc- 
tion of helium had compelled re- 
vision 
of aviation tactics for use 
against helium inflated ships, ow- 
ing- to the fact that machine gun 
fire or small shells cannot set the 
gas afire and thus send a great 
ship down in flames. 


Mu*t Go Above Airship. 
"The present contemplated 
but 


untried tactics of airplanes against 
helium inflated rigids call for the 
former to get above the airship and 
bomb 
her 
with light demolition 


bombs." Admiral Moffett explained. 
A light plane moving at the rate 
of 150 miles an hour is not con- 
ducive 
to accurate 
bombing- It 
lakes twenty-eight 
seconds for a 
bomb to drop from 12,000 feet. An 
error of one-half of a degree from 
vertical of a bomb sight causes an 
error of over 100 feet in aim. Dur- 
ing the period of the bomb's fall, 
if from 12,000 feet, a rigid moves 
one half mile on her course. 
"The 
obvious 
impossibility of 
serious bombing under such dif- 
ficulties will necessitate diving tac- 
tics upon the part of the plane 
When close to the rigid, the fighter 
will attempt to pull up, at the same 
instant releasing her bombs. Tho 
airship can bring her one-pounder, 
four 50-'jalibrc and 
JEil-e double 


mount 30-callbre guns to bear on 
the attacking plane or 'planes. It 
is not conceivable that success is 
possible against such a volume of 
fire. 


Points To Endurance. 


To Illustrate the endurance of the 
big 
airships themselves 
against 
gunfire from attacking planes. Ad- 
miral Moffet said it would take 
hours of gas leakage from bullet 
holes in the cells of the ship to 
bring it down. The ship's crew 
could stop these small leaks before 
there was any appreciable loss, he 
added. 
"It has been calculated,' said tlis 
air chief, "that the ships can be 
pierced with 200 holes, twenty of 
one inch diameter in each of tho 
ten gas cells and lose but 25 per 
cent of gas volume in five hours 
But during that five hours such 
a ship could contine to carry oul 
her mission." 
Plans for a 500,000 cubic footer, 
drawn by an American commerc'a.1 
concern, the navy officer said, had 
been calculated to show the value 
of such a ship as an aerial troop 
transport 
She would have, a ca- 
pacity of 750 men with their indi- 
vidual fighting equipment, he ex- 
plained and could take that force 
bOO miles at a speed of eighty-five 
miles an hour and still retain a 
60 per cent fuel reserve. 
"In this air vessel," the admiral 


continued, "inflated with 
90 per 
cent helium and 10 per cent com- 
bustible gas, 600 men each with 
forty-five pounds of equipment can 
be carried from San Francisco to 
Hawaii 
in thirty 
hours with 
a 
twenty hour reserve of fuel. 
"Forty 
rigids of this 
capacity 


could move a division over this dis- 
tance.'

"Every one wants a service, of

character, at the least 


figure at which he can get it and 
objects to what he regards as an 
excessive charge, 
no matter by 
whom made." Mr. New said, "but 
he kicks just a little harder over 
what he considers an ' excess paid 
to his government than at what he 
gets from any one else with whom 
he has dealings. 
"Occasionally some good friend, 


with ideas of management, as-'s: 
"Why 
not apply business methods 


to the postoffice?" 
If an 
answer 


were required from me it would be 
that, except in The very broadest 
sense, it js wholly 
Impossible to 


do so." 
In explanation, he compared the 
management of groat corporations 
by their small boards of directly in- 
terested directors with t.iat of the 
postoffice. and said that, while he 
might have ideas of his own. he 
must submit them to a board of 531 
directors, composed of members ot 
the senate and house of represent- 
atives, all with varied interests. The 
next national 
administration, he 


predicted, will face a budget of 
more than $1.000,000,000 
for 
the 
postal account alone. 
"I do not think it essentiaU that 
the service should he made to take 
in a dollar for every dollar spent 
on it," he continued. "I know the 
general public will he satisfied to 
pay a reasonable amount for a good 
postal service. But I also reassert 
that those who 
use the 
service 


should pay for what thcv get amd 
not leave upon the shoulders of the 
taxpayer the burden that a huge 
de'ftlt imposes."

tory From The Earliest 


Times.

GRAND ISLAND, Neb. Feb. 25.— 


(/P)—The grocers and meat dealers 
section of the Federation of Nebras- 
ka Retailers opened today's session 
with an address by Professor War- 
ner of the University of Nebraska 
and a good attendance after an eve- 
ning of delightful social entertain- 
ment afforded by the Paper and 
String club. In this entertainment 
the third city municipal band, solo- 
ists and entertainers, Harry Paul- 
sen and Ham Krall of this city and 
dancing features by Tom McElroy 
and 
the Misses. Schumann and 


Rasmthel featured. The more form- 
al program was followed by danc- 
ing. 
C. H. Freadricli, president of 


the club, acted as toastmaster. 
At the meeting of the federation 


one of the early numbers was an 
address on the development of fire 
insurance from its earliest inception 
during the Chinese dynasties, by 
John R. Dumont, Nebraska insur- 
ance commissioner. 


The development of fire insur- 
ance, he said, Is in line with the 
civilization and education of the 
country. 
In the course of his addiess Mr. 
Dumont declared that many persons 
misconstrue the intention of this 
class of risk. 
"Fire insurance companies," he 


said, "agree to indemnify a policy 
holder. The policy is not an agree- 
ment to pay cash for the holder's 
loss." 
"Insurance premiums," the com- 


missione^ continued, "are merely 
a fire tax distributed among the 
many to indemnify the few. This 
tax is in control of the insured. If 
he Is careful, cleanly, and Is in 
sanitary surroundings, these qual- 
ities help to prevent accidents. This 
prolongs life and helps" to reduce 
the insurance costs. 


Promotes Arson. 


"Keep in mind the fact that pol- 
icyholders are the company, wheth- 
er that company be a mutual or a 
stock concern. 
"Most 
of our 
insurance laws 


should be revamped and brought to 
date, such as the valued policy 
law. This law, in my opinion, is a 
breeder of arson." 
The law requires an 
insurance 
company to pay the insured the full 
amount of his policy in case of fire, 
rather than compensate him for 
merely the loss sustained, or for 
the actual value of the property. 


In 
conclusion , 
Mr. 
Dumont 


stressed the value of fire insuranco 
by declaring that it is the basis of 
all credits. 
"Retail 
merchants," 
he 
said, 


"would find It difficult to obtain 
credit had they no Insurance on 
their stocks or buildings." 
The value of keeping: an 
exact 


record of when and where the re- 
tailers purchased his merchandise 
and also the day and to whom it 1& 
later sold, was stressed by C. C. 
Peterson of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
in addressing a joint meeting of 
the 
Nebraska retail 
dry goods, 


ready-to-wear, furniture and shot 
dealers. 
"Despite the recent reduction in 
prices of some merchandise," he 
said, "caution Is still necessary in 
buying:." 
He also told the retail 
section to "evolve away from 
the 
hatred of the various 
corporation* 
and like system If they have such 
dislikes." Rather, h§ urged 
that 
they meet competition squarely.

C. Beachiey of Lincoln, H. T. Beck 
of Omaha, T. C. Eller of David 
City, and B. A. Oeorgre of Lincoln, 
were announced as members of the 
resolutions committee. 
Systematic and equitable distri- 


bution of the overhead epenses be- 
tween staple and special or fancy' 
articles was advocated by 
Fred ' 
Hannigan in his address to the 
grocers. Referring to the Harvard 
survey, wlffbh 
revealed that the 
overhead cost of doing business In 
such lines is between 17 and 19.9 
per cent, he declared his own was 
IS per cent. 
"There should be a reduction in 
the non-profit column, which in- 
cludes such articles as sugar, soap, 
etc.," he said. "A greater percent- 
age of the overhead expenses must 
be carried by them." 
He also urged the convention to 


evolve a plan whereby the ever in- 
creasing systf-m of premiums might 
be entirely and permanently elim- 
inated.

where the figures are in excess of 
the general level established at 
previous letting:* last summer and 
fall. „ 
The state engineer and the An- 
telope countj 
board 
Thursday 
morning turned down all bids for 
graveling 6.7 miles on the highway 
south of Neligh, the lowest of which 
was 23.52 cents per square yard for 
spreading 3 incnes of gravel. 
On 
Wednesday rejections were decided 
upon as to graveling work on pro- 
jects in Cedar, Dakota, Dodge, Polk 
and Seward counties, though bids 
on other items of several of these 
projects were accepted and con- 
tracts awarded. 
No Information as to any increase 


in cost of gravel at the pits has 
reached the capitol. Prices vary of 
course, with the distance the ma- 
terial has to be shipped by rail, or 
hauled by truck, or both; and what 
would constitute a reasonable price 
in one case for the material, de- 
livered and 
spread on 
the road, 
might be too much or too little in 
another. 


Some Price* Unchanged. 


It is felt by those having in 
charge the 
awarding of contracts 
that prices at the present time 
should be no higher in general than 
they were a few months ago. This 
belief is confirmed by the fact that 
bidders on a number of the pending 
projects have no increased 
their 
figures. 
Where this is the case, 
contracts are being let in the reg- 
ular way to the lowest bidders. 
Quoted prices on 3-inch gravel 


to be applied in different parts of 
the state, for which contracts have 
thus far been awarded, range from 
20% cents in Thurston county ut> 
to 28 cents in Pawnee. In the for- 
mer instance local gravel is avail- 
able; in the latter, it has to be 
shipped in and only a sinal Iquan- 
tity is to be used for surfacing 1 
mile of road. 
A 2-inch coat of gravel is to be 
put on a section of the D. L. D 
through Adams county, 21.6 miles 
long, where the old gravel has baen 
ground into the soil.

square yard, amounting to S3S.642.
